W HILE the South Shore of 

Long Island was en- 
joying a justly-due popularity 
in the “Era of the Summer 
Hotel,” so ably presented in 
recent issues of the Forum by 
Mr. Tooker, Mr. Hart, Mr. Gul- 
den and others, the North 
Shore was not lagging behind 
in providing facilities for well- 
to-do city folks to escape from 
the heat and dirt of pavements 
and enjoy a period of rustica- 
tion during the torrid season. 
Since I was fortunate enough 
to bea little girl in Cold Spring 
Harbor during the years just 
preceding the turn of the cen- 
tury, I have vivid recollections 
of the resort hotels that were 
then flourishing in our vicin- 
ity. 

On the west shore of our 
harbor, on the site where 
Louis. C. Tiffany later built the 
mansion that became the Tif- 
fany Art Foundation, stood 
Laurelton Hall. Dr. Oliver 
Livingston Jones, a local nabob 
and enterprising busines; 
man, built the hotel on land 
that was part of his family 
estate but turned the manage- 
ment over to experienced hotel 
men. The hotel was three stor- 
ies high, not counting the attic 
where the “help” were lodved, 
with a wide veranda complete- 
ly surrounding the first floor 
providing ample room for the 
rocking chair brigade. 

The architecture followed 
the style of the Saratoga-tyne

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a water route to and from the 
city that some patrons found 
pleasanter than the Long 
Island Railroad. However, 
many summer people did use 
the railroad and were met by 
stages and carryalls at Syos- 
set or Cold Spring stations and 
conveyed to the hotels. Adja- 
cent to Laurelton Hall there 
was a large picnic grove, for 
the steamboats brought day 
and moonlight excursionists as 
well as boarders. But the story 
of excursion boats and picnic 
groves deserves a_ separate 
chapter. 

Laurelton Hall operated so 
successfully after its opening 
that the couple who were man- 
aging the hotel in the early 
eighties, Mr. and Mrs. Gerard, 
felt that since the demand for 
accommodations was exceed- 
ing the capacity, there was op- 
portunity for more hotels on 
the harbor. They selected a 
site on the opposite shore 
where an old mansion, Glenada 
Castle, built in 1853 by the 
Artist-Showman, John Ban- 
vard (whose story also de- 
serves its own chapter) was 
still standin. Leaving one 
wing of this building for their 
living quarters, the Gerards 
built on to it a huge sprawling 
structure with verandas open

ing off all three guest stories 
so that, as stated in the pros- 
pectus, “invalids and_ indis- 
posed guests” could “enjoy 
cooling breezes—and view the 
surrounding country without 
tiring themselves, or leaving 
the hotel.” 

At the foot of the slope upon 
which the hotel stood was the 
harbor but a_ salt marsh 
marred the beaches for bath 
ing purposes. The enterpris- 
ing Gerards, therefore, had 
“fill” brought on barges from 
a sandbank at the head of the 
harbor and built a_ parklike 
area bounded by a= sandy 
beach. Here was constructed 
an elaborate two-story Casino 
with a ballroom on the second 
floor, and to one side of the 
grounds, a long narrow build- 
ing with forty bedrooms, 
called the Batchelors Annex.

If you want to know if it 
really is more likely to be 
cooler in Babylon, Manorville 
or Brookhaven than where you 
live it is, they tell us. 

When someone tries to make 
conversation with you by ask- 
ing about the weather, you 
can turn the polite inquiry into 
a torrential discussion after 
vou have been to a meeting or 
two of the L. I. Weathermen. 

This informal organization 
was not started as a how-to- 
open - a- conversation society, 
hut simply blew into existence, 
something like a hurricane 
gets going. 

It came about in the fashion 
that the weather does, so to 
speak. A warm front moved 
along, encountered another 
front and the predicable hap- 
pened. There it was... why 
hadn't it been thought of be- 
fore? . the Long Island 
Weathermen!

HAVE written before about 
old schools, but lately I 
have run across some more 
information about education 
on Long Island in ye olden 
days. 

In many places the parents 
had to pay for each child, so 
the children of the poor had no 
chance, but in Huntington in 
the early days the school was 
free for all, the schoolmaster 
being paid from taxes. 

I quote from the agreement 
made in the year 1657 between 
the Town of Huntington and 
Jonas Houldsworth. He was to 
“schoole such persons or chil- 
dren as shall be put to him for 
that end, by ye said inhabit- 
ants.” He was to teach for four 
years, and the first year he 
was to receive some 25 pounds 
(“English accompt’’) and his 
diet. 

This was to be paid in kind 
as follows. “Three pounds 
twelve shillings in butter, at 
six pence ye pound, and seven 
pounds two shillings in good 
well-sized merchantable wam- 
pum that is well strung, or in 
such commodities that will 
suit him for clothing.” This 
was to be paid the first of Octo- 
ber. 

On March Ist he was to re- 
ceive “three pounds twelve 
shillings in corne, one half in 
wheat and ye other in Indian 
at three and five shillings ye 
bushel (provided it be good 
and merchantable).”’ 

At the end of the school 
vear he was to have ten pounds 
fourteen shillings in ‘well 
thriving voune cattle that 
shall then be between two and 
four years old, one half being 
in the steare kind.” In the sec- 
ond and third year he was to 
have thirty-five pounds, and 
forty pounds in the fourth 
vear, all payable in the same 
Way. 

In addition (1 think this 
means the fourth year) they

were to provide him with a 
house. He was to keep any pay 
he received from outside child- 
ren and each child was to bring 
his share of firewood to heat 
the school. 


Famous Clinton Academy at 
East Hampton, founded in 
1784, had the following rates 
for students: “For each schol 
ar who attends, for reading 
only, from 8 to 11 and from 
1 to 3, three shillings a month; 
for each scholar who attends 
for reading, writing and arith- 


or seat, to repair the same or 
pay double.” 

Strange to say in that day 
and age they did not approve 
of corporal punishment, con- 
sidering it “undelicate”. They 
had what they considered a 
much better plan. “For con- 
tempt of authority or breach 
of order, the penalty of a fine 
be exacted in proportion to the 
nature of such offence from 
every scholar so offending not 
under the age of ten years. The 
fines to be applied to procur- 
ing presents for faithful schol- 
ars!”

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The first three were named Ariel, 
Plowboy, and Hicksville. The Ariel 
pulled the first train on the Long 
Island Railroad from South Ferry 
at Atlantic St. (now Ave.) in Brook 
Ivn, to Jamaica on April 18, 1836. 
Newspapers of the 70s named the 
second engine Postboy, but Daniel 
Tredwell who claimed to have seen 
the first locomotives gave that one 
the name of Plowboy. The Plow 
bov’s career was a short one for 
collision with the Ariel put it com- 
pletely out of commission after only 
a few years service. One of the 
two remaining engines, either the 
Ariel or Hicksville, was still doing 
duty in a Greenpoint kindling wood 
factory as late as 1888, it’s vertical 
cylinder and walking still 
operating.

The John Smith House, Bay Shore 


John Smith of Stony Brook, 
descendant of Arthur Smith, a 
Quaker of Southold and Setauket, 
in 1740 bought property on the 
south side of Long Island at what 
is now known as Bay Shore. The 
original deed of this property is in 
possession of one of the direct de- 
scendants of John Smith, now living 
on the tract purchased in 1740 and 
described as “a certain neck of land 
and meadow situate and lying and
